President Taft, of the United 
.States, and President Diaz, of 
Mexico, arc to meet on the border 
between the two great American 
republics "II (leioher l.'i, and after 
the exchajigc of courtesies Presi- 
dent Taft will cross into Mexican 
territory to visit I'lesident Diaz in 
.Tuarez. In almost less time than it 
takes lo tell it. onr I'resident will he 
in American territory to wel- 
the Mexican Chief Executive 
at Kl Pbso, Texas. Of course the 
peoi)le of both nations will crowd 
around their respective <ities to see 
what manner of man the other fel- 
low's President is. but then' will he 
no fuss nor feathers aliout either 
Visit. 

Not since 1876 has the ruler of 
any foreign nation visited the 
rnlted States. At that time the late 
Dom Pedro, Emperor of Brazil, and 
his Empress attended the Centennial 
celebration in Philadelphia. They 
were cordially received in Washing- 
ton by the late President Ulysses S. 
(irant. It was ^he first occasion of 
a reigning sovereign coming to this 
country and many troublesome ques- 
ti<ius of etiquette aroae, all the more 
difficult to aolve by reason of* the 
absence .of any sort of precedent to 
serve as guidance. Oen. Grant set- 
tled most of i.iem by invariably 
.yielding the "pas" to his dis- 
tinguished guests, in accordance 
with what appeared to him to be the 
dictates of official as well as of 
l>riv»te courtesy. • 

Unly on one occasion did he take 
precedence of the Emperor. It was 
at tt big dinner given by Sir Kilward 
'I'liornton. then Itritish .Minister at 
Washington, «ho had spent many 
years at Rio as Kiivoy. 'I'liis enter- 
tainment was primarily for the Km- 
])oror. But in view of the fact that 
(Jen. (irant was the rresi<lent of the 
cmmtry to which Sir Edward was 
accredited, he outranked everyone 
else jircciit and headed toe proces- 
sion into the dining room, with the 
host, the Emperor following in his 
wake with the Vice President. More- 
over, the first toast proposed !>> 
Sir Edward was one to Oen. Grant, 
and it was only after it had been 
duly honored that the guests were 
invited to drink the health of Dom 
Pedro.

The Bight Bev. Dr. Duhig, Bislioi* 
of the diocese ot Boduiaiuptuu, 
Queensland, Australia, ia at prasent 
visiting Ireland, the land of his 
birth, and has met with ovations 
wherever he haa gone. Dr. Duhig is 
the youngest Bishop to %hf world 
and is only thtrty'^ig^t yfars old, 
He was only five years in Auatralia 
when elevated to the episcopacy. 

His visit to Monaghan, the Cathe- 
dral town of the diocese of Clogher, 
was hailed with delight. • He praised 
the magnificent new Cathedral und 
its appointments and preached the 
sermon there on the second Sunday 
of this month. His subject was 
"Devotion to the Motlier of (loil." 
and Bishop Dnhig dwelt nt length 
upon the <levotioii nf the Irish peo- 
|)Ie to the Blessed Virgin through 
lii r holy rosary. He saiil the lri!>l> 
peo]>l.- had carried their faith and 
their devotion to Mary, .Most Holy, 
to .America, Australia and to all 
parts of the globe. He «ill ri'niain 
at least another month in his native 
land.

His Grsee Archbishop Farley, of 
New York, was given a rousing wel- 
come when he arrived in Armagh to 'since 
\isit His Eminence Cardinal Logue 
ear1_\ thi.s month. .\rchbishop Far- 
ley hail planned to sjieiid a weeK of 
quiet and rest ;iL the CardinarM 
camp at ( iirlingford. hut the Very 
Reverend ( aiiohs i>f Armagh ordered 
otherwise, and tendered the visitor 
from America u rousing welcome, 
becauaa he was an Irishman, a na- 
tive of the primatial diocese of 
Armagh and the Archbiahop of the 
greatest American metropolis. 

In preltating his distinguished 
guest to the Canons Cardinal Cogue 
took occasion to apologize for the 
welcome. Among other things he 
said: "I know it was the desire of 
\nur Ciiace to come here for a quiet 
\isit :iiid to get a little rest, because 
yon have very little rest at home. 
I know Your (irace would have pre- 
ferred no di.splay, but these Canons 
of mine would neither obey me nor 
oliey their Dean, and I do not know 
if even they would obey the 1'opc. 
I <an assure Yc.nr (Iriicc lliey wouM 
hiive been tell times more grateful if 
^ou had never allowed' me to come 
hack from New York." 

After thanking the Cardinal anil 
Canons for their cordial wideoiiie. 
.\rchbishop Farley said that he fel' 
the welcome uas inteiide<l for the 
people of .New ^'ork and of all 
.\inerica as much as fur himself, 
"Ihit I hardly think it is fair for 
your ( ardinal to put a poor man 
like me, unaccustomed as I am to 
public speaking, to embarassment 
thia way. Now I feel like an old 
statesman, Cosmo di Medici. He 
was dying, and on being asked if he 
forgave everybody he saidi 1 for- 
give all my enemies, 'but the Good 
Book ^oes not tell us that we are 
obliged to forgive our friends.' So 
that' I withhold until ray good pleas- 
ure my absolution from His Emin- 
ence for what he has done to me." 

Arehbishop Farley then talked to 
tho aaaembled Irish ecclesiastics on 
the wonderful ^owth of the church 
in New York. He said in part: "Be- 
ginning with one small church 100 
years ago, today it has 14."> churches 
and over 1,000,000 Catholics, To the 
blood and the faith of the Irish 
people that is very largely due. 
thank God: With regard in my-.elf 
and what you have been pleased to 
sav <i( ine, to be sure I am an 
.\iinagh man, a fellow-diocesan of 
vonrs, and of coiiisc an Irishman. 
.\lthongh it was a ver\ ini|>ortanl 
event in iny lifi' vhen I came to this 
diocese first. I was mit consulted 
personally about it. anil hence I take 
no credit to myself for it. 

"In Tc/r;ird to whatever I have 
done in m.\ career as a |)rieat. Vicar 
("•eneral. Bishop or .Archbishop, I 
feel there is much more to be re- 
gretted than to be proud of. When 
one looks back at the history of 
one nearly forty years in the priest- 
hood, you Very Reverend- Canons, 
who have givei\ so much of your 
lives to the service of Ood, ean well 
understand how much there is to be 
dtelred to the Uvea of all of na. I 
have enongik to think of to keep me 
htunble, but there is one thing I do 
feel Justly proud of, and that is that 
I possess the friendship of the most 
dlstingui.shed ecclesiastic in thfe 
Three Kingdoms today — His Emin- 
ence Cardinal Logue. 

"There are some things you have 
not heard of in his visit to New York 
last year, and I do not I,iiii\n 
I should tell \'i>ii all he did and --.liil 
there. The mwspaper repoii.r.- 
first came in l onlaet with His Immin- 
ence' on the steamer liefore he 
touched \ew York it happened to 
111' in a very dense fog and the first 
iiuestion put to Cardinal l.ogue was 
What do you fliink' of .\merlca V 
■[ have not seen America .vet. 'I'here 
has been such a fog since morning 
that I can see nothing but the ship's 
surroundings.' From that time 
until he left the reporters were 
ramping on hia trail, and hia won- 
derful peraonal nmgnetism won the 
Catholica and compTet^y hypnotized 
the Protestants. We are all waiting 
for Hia Eminence to visit us again." 

Later in the evening ('ardinal 
Logue and Archbishop Fhrlay im- 
paired to the CnrdiaWs camp at 
Carlingford to remain a week.

No effort was 
spared to make building and equip- 
ment aa nearly perfect as possible. 
The tostitute is located about forty 
miles from Richmonil. \'a. The build- 
ing is constructeil of brick with 
fjraiiite trimmings and according to 
the nuxlified type of Fliznbethaii 
architect lire. 'I he main building 
looks down njion the .lames river 
and the wings face Deep creek on 
one side and l.ick creek on the other. 
The sitiiaticin is ideal for earnest 
stud\, sinci' lieaiitifnl iiHtnre is pre- 
eminent, while distractions and 
noises of a cilx are remote. 

The .Sisters of the Klessed Sacra- 
ment were founded about twenty 
years ago by Mother Katherine 
Drexel for the education of the col-> 
ored and Indian • children. These 
earnest and self-sacrificing nuns 
make a specialty of their work and 
are always seeking to have the best 
and to give the best to the two races 
to whom they excluaively devote 
themselves. A cordial welcome is 
extended to all colored people, re- 
gar<lless of creed, to send their 
daughters to enjoy the privileges 
held ont by St. Francis de Sales In- 
stitute, and no nttem)>t is made to 
force the Catholic faith upon nor 
interfere with the religions convic- 
tions of the pupils. 

One of the aims of the Sisters is 
to educate their jiiipils physiially. 
mentally and morally; to form them 
into troly noble, whole-souled 
women, and tints make of each indi- 
vidual n potent factor in the better- 
ing of the whole race.

The inler- 
mediate completes the full gramma r 
coiirse and gives to the pupils a 
thorough education in all the es- 
sential branches of every day life. 

For pupils who wish to fit them- 
selves as teachers or take up more 
advanced literary studies the 
academic course is admirably 
adapted, comprising Englisn litera- 
ture, botany, phyaica, chemistry, 
higher mathematics, Latin and the 
elements of pedagogy and psychol- 
ogy. Besides a thorough course is 
given in domestic art. beginning 
with a preparatory class in dress- 
making and designing of costumes. 
In order to acquire a certificate ir> 
either intermediate or academic de- 
partments it is essential that 
atndents finish this one year's course 
to domestic art. as the management 
of the school feels th:it a woman's 
edination is not complete without 
this neee>saiv and most desirable 
accoiii|ilishinent . Lessons in fine 
needlework. lace-making, drawn 
work and art embroidery form one 
of the most attractive features of 
th" school. The gold medal for the 
best display of needle work was 
awarded the school by the James- 
towu Kxposition. I^essons in fine 
art needlework are elected. 

Domestic aoienoe is another special 
feature and includes a graded course 
ill general cooldng, f<^owed by a 
courae in home nursing and waitins 
upon tovalida and on the table. Con- 
siderable attention is paid to vocal 
and instrumental music. 'Visitors to 
the institute are invariably charmed 
by the kindness of the Sisters, the 
beauty of the building and its en- 
vironments. Tlie chapel, class rooms, 
music rooms. library, cooking 
school, dressmaking department, 
dormitories and infirmaries have 
their own distinctive interest, while 
the diniiiu' room and kitchen are

Ilut the Irish no iiilier s .u i nio\- 
in^ rig'ht alonp and are ieeei\in)r 
fresh encoMiapement every day. 
Very recently a monster meetiiifr of 
Irishmen was held at Monasterboice 
for the purpose of strengthening the 
United Irish League in that district 
and of furthering the division of the 
untenanted land among the people. 
Joseidi Dolsn, of County Corlc, 
Queenstown, presided. Mr. Dolan is 
President of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the league. N. T. Murphy, of 
Monasterboice, . presented resolu- 
tions, which read in part as follows: 

"That we pledge ourselves to sup- 
port the Irish Parliamentary party 
in its constant effort to win self- 
government for Ireland; and in or- 
der to do so that we help to estab- 
lish and strengthen a branch of the 
I'nited Irish League in every parish 
in the constituency; that we assist 
the Estates Commissioners ever\ 
legitimate means in our ]>ower to 
break u|i the grass lands and have 
them divided among the small farm- 
ers and deserving laborers in dis- 
tricts so as to relieve congestion." 

In presentinff his resolutions .Mr 
.Murphy said that all would have to 
;idmit that the Irish party was do- 
nf all that was possible for the re- 
lief of e.Tch .md e\ery (me of tliem. 
In his opinion, he said, the Kirrell 
bill would lie a great iinpro\emeiit 
\er llie land hills that went liefori' 
it, and the idea was lo get that 
through the Mouse of Cmnnions. 
lion. ThoriKi'^ Callan, .Mayor of 
DroM-lieila. seconded the resolutions 
.Tiid took occasion to say that tin- 
iinlenanled land belonged to the 

peopltt. If the people get this land 
their young men will not have to 
emigrate to make a living, but 
would remain contentedly at home. 

Joseph Nolan, M. P., explained 
that for thirty years • great move- 
ment had been on foot to restore 
the land of Ireland to the Irish peo- 
ple, and the movement was still 
going on with irreslstable force. If 
the landlords, he said, can note set 
the land on the eleven months' sys- 
tem they will be forced to accept 
the terms of their tenants and al- 
low it to be divided among the peo- 
ple, who would turn it to the most 
advantage. .\fter several other 
speeches of a similar nature the 
resolutions were adopted and it was 
decided by unanimous vote to stand 
by Hon. .lobii Kedmond and hi-, 
party. 

Friday of last week the House of 
Commons held an all night session 
and the Co\<>rnineiit succeeded iu 
passing through the committee 
clauses of the limlgct imposing a 
tax on land values, hut the land ia\ 
as amended and |>assed differs ma- 
terially from the measure origiiu»lly 
proposed. Inder the original the 
cost of the valuation was iiu|iosed 
on the owners. This charge has 
been taken over by the State bow- 
ever, which will be culled upon to 
spend for ' this purpose tlO,000,00<i 
Ihis will be more than the first 
year's taxes wIlT produce.
